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Subcommittee  on  Visitation 


The  purpose  of  our  Subcommittee,  as  outlined 
in  PYM’s  Faith  and  Practice,  is  “to  foster 
intervisitation  within  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
improve  communications  and  to  strengthen  the 
life  of  the  Meetings  by  sharing  experiences, 
information,  and  insight.  Visits  should  be  carefully 
prepared  to  provide  Meetings  with  a useful  catalyst 
and  focal  point  for  revitalizing  the  life  of  the 
Meeting,  reconciling  differences  and  bringing  the 
Meeting  together  for  thoughtful  discussions  and 
spiritual  growth.” 

We  are  happy  to  report  the  following  such 
planned  visitations: 

In  June  of  1973,  Dennis  Durby,  of  our 
Subcommittee,  and  Editor  of  our  Bulletin, 
attended  Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship, 
travelling  from  there  to  the  Utah  Meetings.  Each 
Meeting  received  him  lovingly  and  expressed  to  us 
their  appreciation  of  his  visits  as  “a  great  source  of 
strength”  and  as  an  “enriching  experience.”  Clerk 
of  one  Meeting  stated,  “You  have  come  at  a time 
when  we  especially  needed  insight  of  a dedicated 
Quaker  and  we  have  received  encouragement  and 
constructive  guidance.” 

In  October,  1973,  Ruth  Wendt,  member  of 
Orange  Grove  Monthly  Meeting,  travelled  with  the 
endorsement  of  our  Visitation  Subcommittee  to 
attend  Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting.  She  was  very 
warmly  received  as  she  shared  her  message  about 
the  work  of  the  United  Nations  with  that  Quarter. 

John  Ullman,  a very  committed  member  of  our 
Subcommittee,  visited  Phoenix  Meeting  as  well  as 
Tucson  in  April  of  1974.  This  was  carried  on  after 
careful  planning  and  great  anticipation  both  on 
John  Ullman’s  part  and  the  Meetings  in  Arizona. 
We  have  yet  to  hear  a report  of  that  visitation. 

Also,  during  Spring  vacation  (April  1974),  Larry 
Jackson  of  Westwood  Meeting  and  a member  of 
PYM’s  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight, 
travelled  with  his  wife,  Sylvia,  to  Hawaii,  making  a 
visit  to  Honolulu  Monthly  Meeting  while  there.  We 
are  very  glad  this  contact  was  possible. 

Other  visits  between  Meetings  and  of  individuals 
to  Meetings  have  blossomed  throughout  the  year 
within  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Special 
Conferences,  such  as  the  Theology  Conference, 
Women’s  Gatherings,  Young  Friends  get-togethers, 
and  the  Peace  and  Social  Concerns  weekends  all 
tend  to  enrich  the  Yearly  Meeting  fellowship.  Our 
Subcommittee  is  glad  to  see  these  developments.

A Family  of  Friends 

It  may  be  that  Friends  have  been  referring  to 
the  Society  of  Friends  as  a family  for  some  time, 
but  at  the  FWCC  triennial  meeting  and  conference 
in  1973  it  seemed  to  me  that  this  figure  of  speech 
was  used  with  particular  emphasis  and  frequency. 
What  we  have  in  mind  when  we  adopt  this 
metaphor  is  usually  taken  for  granted,  but  I should 
like  to  offer  a few  thoughts  for  Friends  to  reflect 
upon. 

Like  the  family,  the  Society  of  Friends  is  a 
continuing,  not  an  ad  hoc,  group  of  related 
persons.  We  may  influence  it  or  leave  it.  It  is  still 
there  with  a life  of  its  own  whether  we  come  or 
go.  As  in  the  family,  one  is  not  challenged  but 
accepted.  Life  may  challenge  and  test  us  as 
individuals  and  the  family  as  a whole.  However, 
the  role  of  the  family  in  regard  to  its  members  is 
acceptance.  One  does  not  have  to  explain  oneself. 
In  times  of  stress  and  strain  this  brings  a blessed 
peace.  Furthermore,  to  the  family  the  welfare  of 
its  members  is  a priority.  While  the  family  has  its 
outreach  and  concern  for  the  world,  within  it  the 
members  keep  in  touch  with  each  other  and  share 
needs,  successes  and  failures.  Such  is  one  of  the 
functions  of  the  epistle. 

Obviously,  a society  and  a family  are  not  the 
same  thing.  Insofar  as  our  Society  has  some 
aspects  of  a family,  however,  we  may  speak  of  it 
so  without  pressing  the  figure  too  hard  or 
stretching  it  too  far.

Memorials 

MURRAY,  PATRICIA.  On  first  day  morning, 
April  7,  1974,  Marin  Friends  gathered  for  Worship 
to  hold  in  the  light  the  life  of  Patricia  Murray,  who 
died  on  April  5,  1974.  As  we  remembered  Pat’s 
religious  fervor  and  sensitivity  to  beauty,  the 
presence  of  her  six  children  testified  to  the  inner 
strength  and  tranquility  which  she  had  passed  on 
to  them.  This  Meeting  centered  in  hope  and 
strength  and  closed  with  a great  sense  of  gratitude 
for  the  life  of  Pat  Murray. 

HOLLZER,  HERBERT.  Herbert  (Bud)  Hollzer, 
member  of  Orange  Grove  Monthly  Meeting  since 
the  early  1940’s,  died  suddenly  of  a heart  attack 
on  January  30,  1974,  at  New  York  University 
Hospital  in  New  York  City.  He  was  born  in  Los 
Angeles  in  1919,  attended  UCLA  and  later  USC, 
and  had  been  working  as  Circulation  Manager  of  a 
trade  publication  in  recent  years,  in  addition  to 
freelance  writing.

BURGESS,  STELLA  FISHER.  Stella  Fisher

Meeting  for  many  years.  The  daughter  of 
missionaries  to  Japan,  and  the  wife  of  an  American 
sociologist  who  served  on  the  faculty  of  Yenching 
University  in  Peking,  there  is  little  wonder  how  she 
was  deeply  imbued  with  Oriental  culture.  The 
poetic  instinct,  strong  in  her,  is  beautifully 
illustrated  in  her  translations  of  Chinese  verse  and 
in  published  books  of  her  own  poems.  She  had  a 
clear,  analytical  mind,  a deeply  grounded  and 
supportive  religious  faith,  a forceful  and  forthright 
and  frank  personality,  insight,  imagination  and  a 
bubbling  humor.  With  a matchless  concern  for 
good  causes,  she  worked  to  these  ends  for  as  long 
and  fully  as  her  strength  permitted.

SHOEMAKER,  ALICE.  Members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  and  friends  of  Alice  Shoemaker  in  the 
Fallbrook  area  gathered  in  a Memorial  Meeting  on 
November  30,  1973  following  her  death  on 
November  20,  1973.  Born  on  July  13,  1892,  in 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  Alice  did 
undergraduate  work  at  Wellesley  College  and  later 
received  three  degrees:  B.S.  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University;  M.A.  in  English  History  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  and  a Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  She  worked  with 
young  women  in  industry  under  the  Y.W.C.A.  and 
was  director  of  “Summer  School  for  Workers  in 
Industry”  at  Madison,  Wisconsin  and  also  at  Bryn 
Mawr,  Pennsylvania.  She  headed  the  Department 
of  Workers  Education  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  for  several  years.  During  the  Franklin 
Roosevelt  administration,  she  was  an  administrator 
of  a new  law  governing  working  conditions  for 
women.  Later  she  and  a friend,  Genevieve 
Townsend,  operated  a guest  ranch  in  Arizona. 

After  moving  to  Southern  California,  Alice 
became  interested  in  the  work  of  the  AFSC, 
Pacific  Southwest  Regional  Office  in  Pasadena. 
She  served  as  director  of  the  Indian  Center,  while 
it  was  under  AFSC  sponsorship.  Later,  she  was 
chairman  of  the  Indian  Program  Committee  for 
the  region.  Her  interest  in  Indian  people 
stimulated  the  beginning  of  this  program  in  the 
Pasadena  office.  During  this  same  time  Alice  was 
interested  in  the  work  of  Friends  Committee  on 
Legislation,  Southern  California. 

Along  with  Genevieve  Townsend,  Alice 
Shoemaker  helped  rear  four  children  whom  she 
considered  her  “acting  family.”  Those  surviving 
are  R.  C.  (Ted)  Townsend  of  Arizona,  J.  T. 
Townsend  of  Oregon,  and  Pauline  Knagge  Coffey 
of  Saugus,  California. 

A lifelong  member  of  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends,  Alice  had  belonged  to  four  Friends 
Meetings  in  Los  Angeles  County  before  moving  to 
San  Diego  County  in  1965,  where  she  became  a 
member  of  La  Jolla  Friends  Meeting.  During  her 
last  years  her  faith  in  God’s  providence  was  an 
active  part  of  her  life.  She  expected  that  the  “way 
v/ould  open”  in  the  right  direction,  depending  on 
God’s  guidance  and  seeking  it  daily.  She  was  a 
great  strength  and  inspiration  to  us  in  the  life  of 
Palomar  Meeting. 

It  was  Alice’s  expressed  wish  that  memorial  gifts 
be  given  to  AFSC  and  FCL,  Southern  California.

Friend  Wins  Suit 


The  U.S.  Government  on  October  5,  1973, 
reversed  its  policy  regarding  humanitarian  relief  to 
North  Vietnam.  It  removed  the  requirement  that 
there  be  impartial  observation  of  distributions  in 
accordance  with  traditional  relief  practices. 

This  change  of  policy  was  prompted  by  a civil 
suit  (Welch  vs.  Schultz,  CA  No.  71-1208)  filed  in 
1967  in  the  U.S.  District  Court  by  E.  Pari  Welch,  a 
California  Quaker  and  currently  clerk  of  the  Santa 
Monica  Friends  Meeting. 

Denied  a license  by  the  Treasury  Department  to 
send  $2000  of  medical  supplies  to  North  and 
South  Vietnam  through  the  Canadian  Friends 
Service  Committee,  Welch  brought  a civil  action 
against  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Treasury.  He  said  he 
had  been  deprived  of  the  freedom  of  religion 
guaranteed  by  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  of  the  use  and  enjoyment  of 
property  in  violation  of  the  Fifth  Amendment. 

In  responding  for  the  Department  of  Justice, 
Henry  E.  Petersen,  Assistant  Attorney  General 
announced  that  the  “defendants  have  carefully 


reconsidered  the  utility  and  desirability  of 
retaining  this  requirement  in  the  current  context 
of  humanitarian  assistance  to  North  Vietnam  and 
have  decided  in  this  context  not  to  consider  such 
observations  to  be  a general  requirement  for  the 
issuance  of  licenses  in  such  cases.” 

This  case  stems  from  the  period  in  1967  before 
the  AFSC  received  a license  for  relief  to  both 
North  and  South  Vietnam.  AQAG  and  some 
Yearly  Meetings  felt  that  humanitarian  relief 
should  not  be  subject  to  licensing  and  encouraged 
Friends  to  send  funds  to  the  Canadian  Friends 
Service  Committee  for  medical  relief.  When  the 
Treasury  Department  blocked  checks  and  accounts 
of  participating  groups,  Friends  carried  currency 
physically  across  the  border.  It  was  at  this  time 
that  Pari  Welch  filed  his  suit  to  seek  relief.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  Department  of  Justice 
changed  its  policy  rather  than  risk  Court  action  on 
the  Constitutional  questions  raised  in  the  case.

All 
groups  will  meet  three  times  during  Yearly 
Meeting  and  participants  are  encouraged  to  attend 
all  three  sessions  of  the  same  group.  Each  person, 
junior-high  age  or  older,  may  choose  one  of  the 
groups  listed  here.  Please  indicate  first  and  second 
choices  by  writing  their  numbers  in  the 
appropriate  places  on  the  registration  blank. 

I.  Groups  with  No  Advance  Theme 

1 . Worship-Fellowship  Groups 

2.  Unprogrammed  Meeting  for  Worship

1.  Requests  for  Interest  and  Sharing  Groups 
should  come  through  Monthly  Meetings, 
Regional  Meetings,  Yearly  Meeting  Com- 
mittees (including  Executive  and  Represen- 
tative Committees),  or  from  action  minutes 
of  Yearly  Meeting.  Individuals  should  work 
through  these  designated  Meetings  or 
Committees  to  make  their  requests.  (This 
will  help  eliminate  duplications  of  requests 
and  the  attendant  confusion.) 

2.  The  Agenda  Review  Committee  is  designated 
to  review  all  Interest  and  Sharing  Group 
requests.  Deadline  for  mailing  such  requests 
to  the  Assistant  Clerk,  Shirley  Tweed,  is 
August  5.  Other  requests  must  be  submitted 


at  Yearly  Meeting  not  later  than  the  evening 
of  the  first  full  day  of  Yearly  Meeting, 
August  13.
